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INTRODUCTION 

This  is  the  first  supplemental  report  in  the  Data  for  Massachusetts  series,  developed 
as  a  companion  to  the  Comparative  Public  Library  Report,  FY  1976  and  the  Public  Library 
Personnel  Report,  1976.  The  report  is  experimental.  In  addition  to  reporting  data  not 
previously  included  in  the  series,  a  major  purpose  of  the  Analytic  Report  is  to  explore 
the  usefulness  of  various  evaluation  techniques  to  public  libraries.  This  year,  for 
example,  in  Section  II  Donald  Buckholtz  developed  Budget  Groups  for  municipalities  based 
on  total  operating  expenditures  as  another  way  of  comparing  libraries  of  like  size. 

Reactions  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Analytic  Report  data,  the  development  of  additional 

measures  of  library  support  and  activity,  and  suggestions  of  new  avenues  to  research 

will  determine  the  contents  of  future  supplemental  reports.  As  you  work  with  this  report 
over  the  next  year  please  contact  us  with  your  comments  and  suggestions. 

In  Section  I  statewide  totals  and  per  capita  amounts  for  public  library  income,  salary 
expenditures,  materials  expenditures  and  circulation  are  displayed  for  fiscal  years  1965, 
1970,  1975,  and  1976.  Data  was  compiled  from  the  Statistics  of  Public  Libraries  form. 
Comparisons  with  national  averages  are  impossible  since  nationwide  per  capita  figures  are 
unavailable  at  this  time  for  these  four  categories. 

Section  II  includes  data  arranged  in  an  alphabetical  listing  of  municipalities  followed 
by  a  group  of  summary  tables  showing  mean  and  percentile  values  for  12  indicators  of 
library  support  and  activity. 

For  each  municipality  FY  76  Total  Operating  Expenditures,  Holdings,  and  Circulation,  as 
well  as  selected  municipal  finance  data  are  displayed.  In  addition,  all  municipalities 
have  been  ranked  according  to  Total  Operating  Expenditures.  The  state  rank  is  shown,  and 
the  municipalities  have  been  placed  in  seven  "Budget  Groups",  A  -  G.  The  Budget  Groups 
have  been  defined  as  follows:

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These  limits  were  chosen  to  produce  a  manageable  number  of  groups  with  a  reasonable 
number  of  municipalities  in  each  group. 

Most  simply,  these  Budget  Groups  have  been  developed  to  provide  another  way  of  defining 
the  "size"  of  a  library  (in  addition  to  population  served)  and,  therefore,  another  way  of 
comparing  libraries  of  like  size. 

Population  served  has  long  been  the  traditional  measure  by  which  library  size  has  been 
determined.  Statistical  analyses  have  shown  that  a  close  relationship  exists  between 
population  served  and  other  characteristics  of  public  libraries  such  as  size  of  staff, 
number  of  volumes,  circulation,  and  total  budget.  A  study  conducted  in  1967  showed  that 
the  coefficient  of  correlation  between  population  served  and  these  four  variables,  taken 
as  a  group,  is  .89,  where  perfect  correlation  would  be  1.00.   Certainly,  however, 
significant  differences  exist  among  libraries  serving  similar  numbers  of  people.  Factors 
such  as  the  community's  commitment  to  library  service,  access  to  other  libraries,  and  the 
cultural  and  demographic  nature  of  the  community  contribute  to  such  differences. 

To  develop  another  measure  of  library  size  that  might  avoid  the  effect  of  some  of  these 
differences,  total  library  budget  was  also  considered  in  the  study  mentioned  above. 
Using  the  same  data,  multiple  correlation  analyses  were  conducted  with  the  same  four 
variables  and  total  library  budget  as  the  measure  of  size.  These  analyses  yielded  a 
remarkable  correlation  coefficient  of  .99,  where  again,  1.00  would  indicate  perfect 
correlation.2  Since  this  study,  total  library  budget  has  been  accepted  as  a  reliable 
measure  of  library  size  and  a  firm  ground  on  which  to  base  comparisons  of  similarly 
sized  libraries. 

For  comparative  purposes  you  can  use  the  municipal  rankings  to  select  a  group  of 
municipalities  that  bracket  yours  in  terms  of  Total  Operating  Expenditures.  You  can  also 
use  the  summary  tables  based  on  six  predetermined  Budget  Groups  that  follow  the 
municipality  listings.  These  show  mean  and  percentile  values  for  the  same  indicators  of 
library  support  and  activity  as  in  the  Comparative  Public  Library  Report.  When  you  have 
identified  the  Budget  Group  to  which  your  municipality  belongs,  you  can  use  these  tables 
with  the  per  capita  and  percentage  values  for  your  municipality  from  the  Comparative 
Report,  in  the  same  ways  as  suggested  in  the  Report's  Usage  Notes.  The  only  difference 
is  that  budget  size,  instead  of  population  served  ,  is  the  basis  on  which  comparisons  are

made.  This  approach  is  provided  to  supplement,  not  replace,  the  comparative  analysis 
of  libraries  based  on  population  served.  For  any  given  indicator  of  support  or  activity, 
you  may  find  that  one  approach  or  the  other  best  satisfies  your  needs. 

The  indicators  of  municipal  finance  displayed  for  each  community  are:  Equalized  Valuation 
-  the  estimated  full  and  fair  value  of  all  taxable  real  and  personal  property  as 
determined  by  the  State  Tax  Commission;  Assessed  Valuation  -  the  level  at  which  local 
assessors  value  real  and  personal  property;  Tax  Rate  -  the  actual  tax  rate  set  for 
FY  76;  and  Tax  Levy  -  the  amount  to  be  raised  locally  not  including  receipts  from  other 
sources.  This  information  can  also  be  used  comparatively.  For  example,  you  might  compute 
per  capita  amounts  for  Equalized  Valuation  and  Tax  Levy  for  a  group  of  municipalities 
identified  as  comparable  to  yours.  Per  capita  Tax  Levy  divided  by  per  capita  Equalized 
Valuation  would  yield  an  index  of  the  relative  tax  effort  a  community  is  now  making  to 
support  municipal  services.  Information  such  as  this  might  be  used  profitably  in 
conjunction  with  data  from  the  Comparative  Public  Library  Report  showing  the  percentage 
of  total  municipal  expenditures  devoted  to  library  purposes. 

Two  sets  of  regional  tables  which  display  the  average  figures  of  all  reporting 
municipalities  for  eight  indicators  of  public  library  support  and  activity  comprise 
Section  III.  The  first  display  is  by  regional  affiliation  and  Budget  Group,  the  second 
by  regional  affiliation  and  Population  Group.  The  average  per  capita  figures  by  regional 
affiliation  and  population  were  first  compiled  in  the  FY  1975  Comparative  Public  Library 
Report.  To  increase  comparability  with  the  FY  1976  Comparative  Public  Library  Report  two 
additional  indicators  of  library  support  and  activity  have  been  added  to  the  regional 
tables:  Library  Expenditures  as  a  Percent  of  Total  Municipal  Expenditures  and  Per  Capita 
Total  Operating  Expenditures.
